OTRANGE weddings of wordi and 
'^ tunes sometimes take place m 
our midst, even :n thesi^ da)S of 
musical advancement, and grcaL n 
sponsibility rests upon those who 
marry the couples 

It would certainly ■^cciii iroin the 
unhappy matches one occi lOiiiP^ 
enconniers. that the indi%'idual upon 
whom falls this duty — the duty of 
choosing tunes for the various songs 
sung in our nteetingSf— is sometinics 
wholl)' insensible LO mood in music» . 
This would seem a bold thing to say 
when we remember that the voice 
of music — and voice betrays mood — 
is so unmistakably dear; any one 
who has. ears to hear cannot fail 
to catch the shout of joy or triumph, 
the call to battle, the heart-sob of 
sorrow, or the reverence of worship 
when music speaks. 

It is not, an -inaudible voice that 
must be blamed; it ts dull hearing. It 
unfortunately happens that in 
choosing tune*' Tor SOIlgS, the man 
with dnil ears, while paying every 
courtesy to metre, givjes lo mood 
little, if Sny respect. 

When a composer sets words to 
musie, he is simply seeking to em- 
phasise by his music the message of 
the words; or, might we not say, he 
is lending wings to the words that 
they may beuer fly lo the heart. 

Now in the case of songs or 
hymns, it is possible; as all know, 
to make interchanges of tunes; that 
is. to use, in place of the tune origin- 
ally composed for a particular set of 
wot-ds, other tunes of similar metre. 
It must, however, be always remeni- 
bered th:it tunes of like metre are 
not necessarily of identical mood, 
and mood lias equall" as strong 
claims to consideration as inetre. 
. Take a very homely illustration. 
The coat one man wears might 
equally well fit another, hut at the 
same time be most uusatisfac'ory" 



from the standpoint of suitability 
The uniform of a Salvationist, shall 
ue say, might be -vtorli b) another 
man nho docs not bcliete in God. 
the fit might be perfect, but the girb 
itould be most unbcconiing A brick- 
lajer might v,eat a suit belonging to 
a doctor, the clothes might fit ad- 
mirably but would {irove very un- 
suitable for wear wheii laying bricks. 

In our Song Book there are songs 
about subjects so diverse as war, 
joy, deathi praise, and Calvary; all 
of similar' inetre; but one recoils 
from the thought of a hymn depict-. 
ing the agony, of the crucified Sar ' 
vrour being sung to a tune full o£ 
the clash of. arms or the laugh of 
joy. The tune may fit, the metM may 
be correct, but how sadly iin'sutt- 
ablej '■ 

If one ^v'ould specify the hymns or 
songs claiming primary, regard' iii 
our care, it would .be ttiose dealing 
with the sufferings of our' Lord. 
Touch these, comrades, with every 
tenderness and humble reverence. 
Sing, ifyoii will, a song about glad- 
ness or victory to a largo conveying 
an atmosphere of gravity and sol- 
emnity (the effect will be ludicrous 
and there the ill result, may end); 
but never make the unpardonable 
error of uniting a hymn telling of 
the agony o£ Calvary to a light- 
hearted tune full of gaiety and irce- 
pressible spirit — a tune knowing 
nothing of htimility, syittpathy, nor 
holy reverence. Such a thing savours 
o! sacrilege. 

The offences in this important 
matter are caused, we have sliggesC- 
cd, by failure 10 detect mood, and' 
this owing lodull hearing of rnusic'b 
voice. 

More jnstly. perhaps, the fault 
ought to appear upon the indictment 
of thoughtlessness. A^id thoughtless- 
ness has no advocate to plead its

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AN IMMIGRANT'S W0R1H 

What An Influx' of New Settlers 
Means to the GaUway Campamca. 
We need new settlers badly ^o 
people the vast idle lands contiguous 
to the Governmcut railways in 
Westetn Canada^ and lo help in till- 
ing the fertile soil of the East where, 
though long settled, onli- the fringe 
of the possibirilics have been loueh- 
ed (says "The Farmer's Advocate.") 
-. Railway stalistictaiis have estimat- 
ed that a fanner and his family 
worJdng a half-seclion of land in 
Westera Canada produce a gross an- 
nual revenue of $743 for the rail- 
ways. Some authorities claim that 
a fauuty operating on one-halF sec- 
tion will easiJy yield the railroads 
SVjOOO per year, aud it is just .as pos- 
sible that they win in Western Cm- 
ada^ o-kving lo ihe nature of farm 
operations there. The railways, of 
course, arc obliged lo spend money 
on labour and rolling stock in order 
to earn [his revenue, but it is easy 
to understand how 100.000 families 
would make a wonderful diHerence 
ill Ihe net earnings of the Covern.- 
menl railways. 

A large number of immigrants are 
weekly finding their way to farms io 
liastern Canada where, as a general 
iliing, they arc being employed as 
farm helpers. So far everything is 
workine salisfaciorily. There have 
been -£onic cases of Jis satisfaction, 
where the blame rests sometimes 
with the employer and .somctiincs 
with the employee, li muse be 
understood that immigrants coming 
to a new couutry require some lirae. 
iQ get acquainted with our ways of 
farming and our social customs. 
Employers of immigrants should 
exercise patience for a time and give 
the ueivcomers'cvery chance.

One of the most practicaj and finan- 
cially responsive wild life move- 
ments ever carried oilt was in con- 
iiectiou with the protection of inr 
Seals breeding iu the islands of the 
North Pacific.
